IOVE T0 BREAK UP BETTING

Police at Washington Will Ignore De-
cision of Distriet Court.

LIFE OF RACING IN BALANCE

People of Washington Want a Pablic
Utilities Commission te Take
Charge of Affalrs in Dis=
trict of Columbin,

WARHINGTON, Mugh 17.—(Apecinl. -
The spring mecting of the Washington
Jockey club opens at Bennings rtace track
on Monfuy, March 3 This marks the
opening of the season of running meelines
In the Unlted States for the year of 1k
The outeome of the races here I8 being
anxiously nwalted In eavery stabla and on
svery bresding farm, not only: In  the
United Btates, but throughout the world,
The reason for this unusual interest In the
Washington meeting I8 found In the fact
that the city authorities ara determined
to bhredik up betting. For (hree years past
book-makers have not been required
move about among the patrons of the sport
and to book thelr wagers while on the move
Last fall the chief of police of Washington,
acting under instruction from the munlei-
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pal nuthovities, arrested one of these
perambulating bookmakers under the
churge of setiing up a gaming table. The

cane was fought by the clty authorities
on the one hand and the Bookmakers'
nociation on the other through the various
courts until It reached the court of ap-
peals, which tribunal & few Aays ago
handed down a decislon In  which the
ground was taken that Inasmuch as the
offender was not charged with making a
regular book with all the attending
paraphenilia, but that on the contrary it
wns shown that he simply accepled wagers
from such betters as nccosted him in his
wilks sbout the grounds that he Jdid not
therefore wviolate the law and should not
be punished.

In spite of this decision the chief of
police announces that he will instruet his
men to arrest every bookmaker who may
ba seen acoepting wagoers from patrons of
the track. It is expected, however, that
the turfmen will endeavor to obtaln an in-
Junetion reatralning the police from Inter-
foring with them. If someé such course la
not adopted the spring mesting of the
Nutlonul Jockey club probably will mark

Pablie Utilitles Commission.

Efforts mre bolngk made in congress to
eutahlish In the District of Columbia n
publilie utilitles commission, with powoers

and duties similar to the two commissions
which conirol the affnlrs of the publle
gervice corporations In the state of New
York. Reports from all sections of the
Emplre state Indicate that -the utilities
eommineions are doing a power of good
for the patrons of the corporations which
control public franchises, whereas In the
Distplet of Columbia, under the eye of the
natinnal government, there I8 absolutely
no control, except when congresa sees it
to emaot direct legisiation. The slreel car
service on some of the lines of this city
Is equnl to the beést of any community In
the world. On the pther hand, the mAnage-
ment fo some of the other lines seem to
pay no regard whatever to the needs of
thele patrone, and ss those patrons are
absolutely mute, being deprived of fran-
chisa In matters of municipnl legislation,
their complainta receive scant considera-
flan. The proposed commission will, If the
present plans are parfected, have complete
control of all matters pertaining to the
conduct of the wtreot rallway systems,
the gas and electric lighting plints and the
score of olther public utilities essential to
city Yife., Tt Is the Intentlon of the framers
of the measure to relleve the district com-
migsioners of nll Jurisdietion over such
franchises and to make the board of public
utilitica supreme, from whose decision no
appeal shall le. Tnllke most proposed
legisiation ‘affecting the Interests of the
people of Washington, thls measure seems
to mest with very cordial approval not
only from the people, but from the au-
thorittes also, nor does there soem Lo be
n very slrong disposition toward opposi-
tlon on the part of the corporations di-
rectly affected

Amusing Story of Twe Beoks.

An amusing story comes from New York
in connection with « recent publication of
two wvolumes by (wo very prominent men.
Bomething of & senaation was caused some
time ago by the issuance from the preas
of D Appleton & of n volume by
Chancellor Day of the Byracuse univeralty,
entitled, "A Raid Upon Prospority.” That
volume upholds some of the biggest cor-
porations in#helr methods of business and
covertly wnd nonetheless forcibly attacks
the adminlstration In dealing with corpora-
tiona and individuals, More recently Hon.
Leslie M. Bhaw, former secrelary of the
troasury, issued through the same publish-
ing house a volume entitied, "Curtent Is-
sucs.” He had a number of coples of the
volume sent to his offlce, which, as usual,
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were wrapped io a folder on the Tfromt of
which was printed the title of the bock
and the name of the suthor. Mr. Bhaw

wrote his name on the fiy leaf of a num-
ber of thepe Which Do sent out as presentas
tlon coples to the president, the different
members of the cabinet and some other
friends. Then he ent for a fresh wsupply
und ss he procecded to indite & fow pro-
sotitation remarks upon the fy leayves of
the seoond batch hila attantion was wt-
tracted to the back of the folder, upon
which he found in large type & glowing ad-
vertisement of Chancellor Day's book, He
hastily summoned the publishers on the
telgphons and demanded that every copy
that Hud boen sent (o the book sellers
should be recalled and thal new [olderm
ahould be supplled which would be [ree
from the cobjectignable advertisement.

WASBHINGTON, Mateh 17.—(8pecial)=le
many respects the most important eass
thatl has been argued In the supreme court
of the Uniled Btates since the passage of
leginintion affecting raliways, involving the
whole aquestion of whether a state has a
right to make rallroad rates and to en-
foree them In the sale courts, was
presented (o the supreme court today In
the of ¢x parte Nobraska. In this
presentation  Bouth Carolina, North
Caralina, Vieginia, Georgia and Tennesses
aro  peculiarly affected, because through
different provesdings they are attempting
A salutlon of the same problam, Nabraska,
hawever, took the first and cnslont way of
arviving at a concluslon whether s state
supreme court had a right to declde upon
the legnlity of rates fixed by Ite pallway
commisston,

1t was shortly after 2 o'clock when the
case of the state of Nobraaka was called
against the federal district Judges upon
application for a mandamus teansferring
the sult brought by the Commonwenlth of
Nebraska against the Burlington raiiroad,
buek to the stite eouria Attorney
General Thompson, who opened the argu-
ment fur the siate, wis listened to intently
by the court, kil of the Justices belng
prosent. In (he development of his argas
ment Justice White, who was Interested,
asked the attorney genersl? “What a
court should do If the atternoy general,
procecding to prosscute offenders ynder
n vold statute, whether the attornéy gen-
eral  could be Interfersd with by a
tederal court In such prosecutlons.'

Thompson Makes a it

Attorney ddeneral Thompson brought a
laugh from the whole court when he haked
to bhe excused from answering that qu-s-
tion because he understood that & case
from Minnesotk on all fours with the
anestion asked by the Justice wae now he-
fors the court, had been argued but no
decision reached. He mnid that he was
not here to prijudge the court.

The attornsy gonorsl for Nebraska mrs
gurd that the siate, by the wvery terms
of itn constitution, was ocoverign and had
authority to Lring In Itd own name and
in s own courts an origiaal action to
enfored its own laws, He drgued that this
doctrine was accepted by the great chan-
cellors of England, by ths chancellory
court of that ecountry and by the various
supreme courts of the Unftdd Statea. He
inaistgd that the supreme court had held
in the Debs case and othors that the
siute as a sovervlgn might enter Ille awn
couris to enforce Id luwe although it had

no pecuniary interéwt In the outdome of
such wsuits, It was &t thia point that
Justice White interrupted the sltorncy

general with 1!:1- questlon above referrod
which convuleed both court and bar.

Judge McHugh, represeniing the fadoral
distrior Judghs, followed the attorney gen-
eral and argued that officers of & state
and not the siats liself were parties to
the proceedings, Mmeaning that the rall-
way commission of Nebraska waa pri-
marily Instigatur of the wsuit; that
therefors the Burlington rallroad, be-
